The Government asked to have the 


patent set aside on the ground that 
the delay of thirteen years hi the Pat- 
ent Office was fraudulent, through the 
fault of the Telephone Company, and 
that the patent Issued In 1880 covered | 
the Home ground on which the new pat- ; 
ent was applied for in 1891. 


The Supreme Court in Its opinion de- 


livered today by Justice Brewer held 
that there was no evidence of corrup- 
tion or undue Influence exercised over 
the 
Patent 
Office by the Telephone 


Company and that no evidence of de- 
lay In granting the patent had' been 
brought about by the company. The 
delay 
was through the fault of the 


Patent Office. 


Justice Harlarl dissented. 
Justice Grey and Brawn, It was an- 


nounced, took no part In the cose, pre- 
sumably because they were Interested. 


The Court held that in order to sot 


aside the patent the Government must 
establish 
Buch grounds of relief as 


would be clear and satisfactory as to 
eel aside a land patent. All the other 
allegations of the Government besides 
that of delay were overrule-d. 


This decision sustains the 
Lower 


Courts.

FRESNO, Cal., May 10.—Joe Middle- 


ton, the noted robber and highwayman, 
was brought before Judge Eisley this 
morning for sentence and received the 
full penalty, 
twenty years at San 


Quentln. 


Mlddleton was the leading member of 


the famous Dalton gang of forty-three 
thieves, and had 
beeri implicated in 


most daring thieving expeditions In 
Fresno and Tulare counties. He la be- 
l!evc-d to have shot Len Harris, the 
Southern 
Pacific 
detective, several 


months ago, circumstantial 
evidence 


against him-of this charge being very 
strong. He has been considered one of 
the inoBt dangerous criminals who ever 
operated In the San Joaquln Valley and 
his ultimate conviction has been hailed 
with much satisfaction. 'Although Mld- 
dleton Is known to have committed 
many desperate crimes, including an 
attempted, if not successful murder, in 
the valley, the charge upon which con- 
viction was obtained was that of rob- 
bing a laborer In a sheep camp of $1 and 
a jack knife. This Is probably the least I 
important ot his crimes. His attorneys 
will appeal on the grounds that the 
sentence is ex.cesBive.

j blcs of previous years, the highest rev- 


j enue rate would be seventy cents par 


j gallon. He recommends a rate of nine- 
ty cents and if a reduction be made to 
return to the bonded period of three 
years.

less than $500 nor mom than $1,000 a 
year be imposed on the Industry of dis- 
tilling, to be determined by the capac-

Baton, to take Mrs. Williams and her 
eighteen-months' old baby for a. spin. 


The three started on their drive and 


everything went smoothly till they at- 
tempted to cross a car track in Ala- 
meda. 


One of the colts slipped on the track 


and fell to the ground. In falling he 
broke the tongue of the buggy. 


The vehicle was cramped on Eaton's 
side, so he stood up to allow Mrs. Wil- 
liams to pass behind him and get out 
of ths buggy. 


By that time the fallen colt had re- 
rained its feet and Eaton was pulling 
with all his might on the relms -to 
avoid ft runaway. 


Mrs. .Wlltlarna failed to embrace the 


opportunity to alight, and one of the 
reins breaking, 'Baton was 
pitched 
backwards out of the buggy, leaving 
Mrs. Williams and her child in the con- 
veyance, unable to help themselves. 


ISaton landed on. his 'head. 
The team started .down the Btreet 'in 


a mad run, Mrs. Williams screaming at 
the top of her voice. 


The colts continued to run for at 
least three-quarters of a mile, when 
they collided with a fire hydrant nnd 
Mrs. Williams and 
her 
Irabe were 


thrown out. The vehicle was wrecked. 


Mrs. WllWams, who was 
Miss Ida 
Watson, a daughter of J-ohn B. Wat- 
son, sustained a broken arm and a 
sprained knee, 
Baton thought at first that he was 


uninjured, but later In the day symp- 
tons o£ concussion of the 'brain de- 
veloped.

On arriving at the County Infirmary 


a very little conversation at once con- 
vinced Francisco that the visitor was 
Sovranos' sister and a very affectionate 
embrace followed. The sister IB about 
twenty years younger than her brother 
and they have not met tor nearly thir- 
ty years, When they parted tho sister 
was the wife of a druggist at Monterey. 
He died two years ago and the widow, 
whose name was glvon ns Mrs. Schoo, 
now resides in Oakland on Tenth Btreet 
near the Point. 
The brother and sister talked over 


old. times i'or an hour and It wan do- 
clderl that the old man uhould not bo 
permitted to remain at the hospital, al- 
though no definite arrangom&nt wrus 
made as to his future. 


A LONG SEARCH. 


Althougih Francisco has not a cent in 


the world his sister is moderately well 
fixed and ho also has a brother living1 
at Soledad who Is comfortably off and 
between them they will arrange for the 
blind brother. 


Francisco Is a most Interesting man. 
He was born in Monterey County In 
November, 1828. At that time the So- 
vranos family was all powerful and 
owned an immense grant in Monterey 
County.

He also tells of his acquaintance with 
Captain Armstrong who was present 
at tha raising of the American flag1 on 
the old custom house at Monterey and 
his memories of early California are a 
veritable history.

moves from the scene '6n« of,'the best 
known men in Callforrfla. He had been 
Identified with tho State almost ifom th« 
bnglnnlne of Its Inter history and for a 
number of years was a dominant uguro In 
the political arena. 


Carr made his way In the world by 


Hhrewtlness, goo'l Judgment, perseverance 
and keeping his word. He became identl- 
llcd with politics while doing contracting 
work In Siicramc-nto In early dayr. and af- 
ter onco starting up the ladder of success 
ho soon made his way. Ho built a section 
of the Western PacIIIc Railroad, selling It 
later to tho Central Pacific Company.Hls 
nsiiousirK? tho catmo of Sargent for Sena- 
tor brought about one of the most mom- 
orn.blo conflicts in the State. The battle 
was hard fought but Carr won. 'Sar- 
(,'pnt wuiit to tho Sonato and Carr prac- 
tically controlled the Federal patronage 
oC California. 
Later on when Sargent 


ramo up for rc-nomlnatlon ho was defeat- 
ed a;i<l Carr practically retired from pol- 
itics though he occasionally took up an 
MIC! as for instance during the Irrigation 
flgllt a tew years ago.

AN HTSTOIUCAii REVIEW. 


"The hlstoiy Tjrlefly and 
concisely 


stated is this Greece for 360 yearn was 
under the heel of Turkey, crushed by 
a despotism that was Intolerable, sub- 
jected to outrages too b'aek and dread- 
ful to bo descilbed TOio descendants 
of the heroes who fought at Marathon 
and Thermopylao could endure It no 
longer, and in 1321 they deteimined to 
throw off the yoke. Tho standard of 
Independence was raised by Alexander 
Ypslluntl, and for eight years there 
laged a bloody war Among other hor- 
ilble Incidents of that 
sanguinary 
sttuggle was the shocking massacre of 
?0,000 Greeks on the island of Scio by 
the murderous Turks. At length Eng- 
land anc1 France, Inspired by Jealousy 
or KuM.sIa, effected a 'concert' for the 
settlement of tho Eastain Question By 
tlili airangoment a small portion of 
i-ontra" Greece became free; and the 
co-nblnedi Poweis annlhl ated the Turk- 
ish fleet In the great battle of Navari- 
no October 20, 1827. 
"The center of Gioece, being thus 
set free, boqan a new national lite 
and the puogiesg it has made in seventy 
ycais, 'starting,' as another has said, 
fiom nothing but a pile of bloody ruins 
Is beyond all pialse." It should bp re- 
membered, however, that this freedom 
came not beeauto of the friendliness 
and good will of England and France, 
hut because of their suspicion of Rus- 
sia, and that the action of these Pow- 
ers left the gieat mass of the Greeks to 
the tender mercies of their ago-long 
oppressors anrl adversaries. Many of 
these thus abandoned to the savage 
cineltles of the Tuiks Inhabited the 
Island of Crete, a large Island some 
sixty miles distant from the Hellenic 
s»hoie 
In language, race and religion 
Its people are Greeks 
'Again 
and 


again,1 says a writer, 'these poor Cret- 
ans fleeing fro-n massacre, have drag- 
god suep of. their children as theie was 
time to save fiom their burning homes 
and, hurrying half naked Into their 1K- 
tle ships, have 
crossed 
to Greece, 
where It seoms they have always founcf 
friends and lefugo and been cared for 
at public expense. 


VASSOS IN THE FIELD. 


"With the beginning of this present 


year these massacies began again. En- 
couraged, perhaps, by her unmolested 
slaughter of the Armenians, Txirkey 
commenced her 'butcheries once more 
among the Chrlbtlann of Crete. 
The 


situation became intolerable. A splrll 
rose up among the Greeks, It thrillec 
and stltred the people, and when Col 
Vassoi, two or three months ago, aftei 
his army had been reviewed by the 
King and Queen, marched away on his 
errand of humanity, he added 
an- 


other memorable dny to Grecian his- 
tory 
Old Athens shook with thunders 


of applaube, handkerchiefs were wav- 
ed and tears flowed down many a 
check as the brave soldiers Rtartec 
forth to fight for union and liberty anc 
humanity. All Christendom, outside of 
diplomatic and 
political circles, ex- 
pi Obsed appioval. 
"Then the Powers closed in arounc 
the island of Crete. The sea swnrmec 
with war ships 
The Cretan patriots 


•were flred on by the allied fleets for no 
other crime than that of fighting foi 
their homes anii liberties. The Powers 
demanded the withdrawal of the Greek 
aimy of liberation. The Cretan Christ 
ians must be left to the cruelties' anc 
atrocities of the Turk. No -wonder th 
Greeks became bitter. No wonder theli 
wrath became uncontrollable, and th 
civilized world admires them for It 
Whether Greece wins or falls In thi 
struggle, toer people have risen Im 
mensely in the estimation of mankind 
Poor anti weak and small, one of th< 
feeblest of the nations, she has never 
theless dared to take the field agalns 
Turkey nnd defy the six great Christ 
Ian Powers, with their navies 
and 


mighty guns and millions of soldiers, to 
save her men from massacre, her - 
men from violence, and her homea from 
the torch. 
"When the nations tightened abou 
her and tho Powers 
crowded 
and 
pressed her and uhe was left absolutely 
alone to grapple with her ancient en 
emy, she never flinched 'Her men anc 
women alike said, 'We can die, but w 
cannot abandon our Christian country 
men in Ci eto. Whatever may befall u 
or our native land w« can no longer b« 
indifferent 
spectators of the 
crue 


wiongs 
Inttlcted 
upon 
our 
Cretan 
neighbors.1 In that.'»plrlt they beran 
thu fight,'and I aay It Is grand-and ap 
peals to *11 that it Datrlotlc^and man 
ly 'and Christian. 1 cannot tttlnk o 
anythlnB,,mpre.,ljnmlltatlnr. on. the one 
side In, the history 
of Chrlsittndom

permitting, and not only so, but, • 
many 'believe, really assisting tbe Suit 


an ot Turkev to enslave and kill and 
outrage the followers of Christ; or more 
Inspiring on the other than the spect- 
acle of little Greece standing along 
against such odds for humanity and 
civilization and- Christianity. 


STAND FOR THE RIGHT. 


"Apart fiom all that Is open to crit- 


icism In the conduct of the Greeks, they 
have taught the world how grand a 
thing it is to stand for the right in the 
face of all opposition. 
If they aro 
crushed and defeated It should be re- 
membered to their glory that they took 
up arms to save their defenceless coun- 
trymen from the murderous Turk. Theyi 
might have had peace if they had con- 
sented to the teimb of the Powers. They 
might have said, "What's the use, we 
are on'y a. handful Better let Crete go 
and leave the Cretans to suffer than to 
become involved in a war that oan on- 
ly end in our defeat and leave matters 
,worse than ever.1 That would have 
'been the larguage of selfish prudence 
and worldy policy. But they did not 
say that, they rose to a higher level, 
and I sav, all honor to the Greeks 
Their action was right; the Christian 
conscience of the world declares it was 
right, and on earth there Is nothing 
noble but that. 
"Theie Is 
something better than 
peace, certainly than peace that rests 
upon the surrender of pilnclple, peace 
purchased at the price of nobility and 
humanity. 
The Powers have looked 


n and cruelly suffered the Armenians 
0 be slaughtered by tens of thousands, 
r dragged away to a fate worse than 
death, rather than disturb the eciui- 
ose of Duiope 'Such a peace as that 
1 holy and righteous God will avenge, 
i'ho Poweis will have to i>ay for it, 
or there is a God in hlbtoiy whose 
udgments cannot be averted by the 
games of diplomacy 
On our own side 


it' the sea we have nothing to boast of 
for the sake of an easy-going seHlbh 
ort of peace we have allowed our weak 
neighbor, without a protest, to T> eed 
ind agonize and stand alone against 
he proud Castlllan. 
We have seen 
Cuba robbed and 'beaten and left half! 
lead, and like the priest and Jjcvlte in 
he pat able have passed by on 1he other 
side 
I ray there Is something better 
ban a peace of that sort. There is not 
me code of morals for nations and 
mother for Individuals. 


"As 
to social questions moreover 
peace Is often purchased at too great 
price. There are too many people who 
are afraid of agitation along lines of 
•e£orm

Church and Ite membeis he could not 
aiioid to let one statement go by un- 
c>iallenged. It often took this shape: 
The Hiplscopal Church was "worldly," 


members were given over to "world- 


InesB." 


Without specifications, 
this was a 


dlfllcult charge to meet, because It wo» 
too general. "Worldllness" meant an 
undue love of the world, but there Is a 
.iay of loving the world that Is inno- 
cent, and another way that IB even 
2hrl£>t-lllie. We must be caieful, there- 
'oie, not to affix a definition to "world- 
Iness" which cannot be borne out by 
he example and ' precepts of Christ. 
3ne of the moiks that had always dis- 
tinguished the Catholic Church of hls- 
:ory (Catholic in the dictionary, not 
the vulgar eeuse) from all were hu- 
man religious organizations had been 
the observance ol this cardinal princi- 
ple — unity in essentials, liberty In non 
aaentlals What were the essentials of 
the religion of Chi 1st? Those things 
only In belief and practice which could 
conform to the old Catholic rule — "quod 
semper; quod ubiquo, quod ab omnl- 
s," which, freely translated, means 
hose things •which have th« warrant, 
Irst, of "semper." all Christian time; 
second, of universality, "ublque;" third, 
of general use, "ab omnlbUR " What 
were the non-essentials, according to 
this same rule? Views and practices, 
which have marked special periods of 
time; which hare characterized local- 
ties and neighborhoods only, which 
mve found ec< entrlc Illustration In in- 
dividuals, In contradistinction to the 
hlstoilo church of Christ, It had been 
and was one of tho peculiarities of the 
ect pilnclple In religion to elevate non- 
essentials In belief and practice Into 
the place of essentials. 
Thus, then, 
were Chiistians who separated from 
others on the form o£ administering 
baptism. 
There were Christiana who 


divided themselves on the question of 
whether Saturday or Sunday was the 
.Lord's day. Thare were 
btlll others 
who weie wrapped up In the question 
of whether "yea" should be "yea" and 
'no" "nay," and "you" "thee," and tha 
speaker had even known of those whosa 
principle in religion conslbted In tha 
use of hooks and eyes instead of but- 
tons. 


CHARGE OF WORLDLINESS. 


Now the gist of the charge of world- 


llness against the Episcopal Church, in 
accordance with the speakers observa- 
tion, lay right here. It was made by 
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Stores^ 


thofce Christians, 
amusements Into 
tiala In religion. 


who had elevated 
the place of esen- 
These excellent but 


intoleiant Christians were In the habit 
o£ judging tht sincerity of their neigh- 
bor's religion by the following tests: 
.Old they dante or not danoe; did they 
go to the theater or only to a church 
sociable, did they play caids or ana- 
grams? 
Dancing, caid-playlng and 
theater-going wore not only sins for 
them, but for all the rest of the world. 
Because the Fpiscopal Church tolerat- 
ed these things and did riot condemn 
them by the wholesale, it was "woi Id- 
ly." Because members o£ the Episcopal 
Church even 
practiced 
thube things 
without rebuke, the integrity of their 
personal religion was called in ques- 
tion. But was that the way to judge 
a 
man's 
personal 
religion? 
Did 
It 
conform 
to 
the 
mind 
of 
Christ or the Pharisees? 
What war- 
rant 
of Chrlht could be 
piofluced 
ayainst them'' Wh> should one form 
of amusement, Innocent in Itself, be 
singled out to Judge Christians by 
more than another.' The speaker said 
that he had no objections to any indi- 
viduals declailng that any particular 
amusement was hurtful to him. That 
•nas his liberty as an individual, to 
think and say so. Nor had he any ob- 
jection to that individual's joining him- 
self to some 
naiio\v 
and localized 
coterie of like believers. What he did 
object to was this: He objected to an 
inunitesslmal port of one-twentieth of 
Christendom Insisting that the remain- 
ing nineteenth-twentieths were wrong 
upon a question upon which Christ 
himself had expressed no opinion. H« 
did object to any narrow and local In- 
terpretation of temperance, or defini- 
tion of amusements, which puts all 
Christendom In the past in the wrong 
and a good deal more than nineteen- 
twentieths of Christendom In the pres- 
ent. History repeats Itself, according 
to the adage. The speaker recalled the 
fact that at one period of Christian his- 
tory In the past there had been Chris- 
tians who had thought they could best 
serve God by living in dens and caves 
and by disregarding sanitary laws. 
The Anchorites were satisfied that they 
were right in these practices »nd the 
rest of Christendom 
wrong. 
These 


were succeedu-a by thfl*j .whose ehlet 
article of religion was self-lnnlcted tor- 
ture. The nagelants thought little of 
the rest of the world— those only were 
sincere Christians who lashed their 
backs or the books of -their neighbors. 
We had now . reached a period when 
Christians were to be judged by wheth- 
er they danced dr did not'danee, 'Wheth- 
er they smoi«;d. or did not smoke, 
whether ,they drank a. glass of liquor 
or did not drink' ,' 
, 
, Ther& were Christians seemingly to- 
day who would nave declined an inyl- 
.tatlon to,:.the 


of the "music and dancing!" Thia was 
to be wiser than the Most»r and to turn 
a religion that was meant by Him to foe 
Catholic Into the naironest kind of a 
fanaticism. 
People were said to Join 
the Episcopal Church brcauoe of her 
laxity on the amusement question. It 
would be far nearer the truth to say 
that r»he attracts many sensible people, 
Hist, because she makes no umeoaon- 
ablt and unscrlptural demands of her 
membcib, and second, encourage!! no 
petty espionage into the private and 
domestic life of her people.

The Supreme Court in its opinion de- 


livered today by Justice Brewer held 
that there was no evidence of corrup- 
tion or undue influence exercised over 
the 
Patent 
Office by the Telephone 


Company and that no evidence of de- 
lay in granting the patent had been 
brought about by the company. The 
delay 
was through the fault of the 


Patent Office. 


Justice Harlaft dissented. 
Justice Grey and Brown, H was an-

WASHINGTON, May 10.—In reply to 


a Senate resolution as to the effect of 
the present rate of the Internal Reve- 
nue 'tax, on distilled spirits, the collec- 
tion of revenue, etc., Secretary Gage 
today replied that, according to the ta- 
bles of previous years, the highest rev- 
enue rate would be seventy cents par 
gallon. He recommends a rate of nine-

year be imposed on the industry of dis- 
tilling, to be determined by the capac- 
ity of the distillery; that billy stills 
Saving a capacity of twenty gallons or 
more shall be entitled tosregistry and 
permitted to operate. 


The Secretary says that the present 
rale of tax had tfhe effect of greatly In- 
creasing illicit distilling.

The Exempt Firemen, having incor- 


porated under the Act of 1S95, "to ore- 
ate an Exempt Relief Fund" issued an 
order on the City Council for a certain 
aum in favor of George Taylor. 


In order to test the validity of th* 


act, payment was refused and when 
suit was brought in the Superior Court, 
Judge Frlck sustained the foremen. An 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court 
which it is now Intended should he dis- 
missed. 


The resolution is aa follows: 
"Whereas, A decision and Judgment 


of the Superior Couit of the County of 
Alameda was duly given and made on 
March 7, 1896, in the case entitled Geo. 
Taylor, plaintiff vs. P. K. Mott, et al., 
as members and comprising the Council 
of the City of Oakland, defenflants, and 
the writ of mandate issued thereunder 
directed to the Council of the City of 
Oakland ordering the said Council to 
s>et apart from the general fund in the 
treasury of said city or from any other 
fund therein which is not exclusively 
devoted to some other purpose, a sum 
of money sufficient to pay out of said 
fund all orders or warrants lawlully al- 
lowed, issued by the Boe,rd of Trustees 
of the Exempt Firemen's Relief Fund 
and audited by the Auditor of said city 
under the provisions of an art of the 
Legislature of the btate of California 
entitled "An Act to create an Exempt 
Relief 
Fund In the several counties, 
cities and counties, citiee and town* of 
•the State and relating to the enroll- 
ment and formation into fire companies

Starting with 7 
members, it now has 30. There Is a 
mission in Lorin also, connected with 
our church, where I preach every Sun- 
day evening.

Carr made his way in the world *y 


shrewdness, good judgment, perseverance 
and keeping his word He became identi- 
fied with politics while doing contracting 
work In Sacramento in early dayr, and af- 
ter once starting up the ladder ot success 
he soon made his Tiay He built a section 
of the Western Pacific Railroad, selling It 
later to the Central Paclflc Company His 
eipousing the cause of Sargent for Sena- 
tor brought about one of the most mem- 
orable conflicts in the State The battle 
was hard fought but Carr won Sar- 
gent went to the Senate and Carr prac- 
tically controlled the Federal patronage 
of California 
Later on when Sargent 


came up for re-nomination he was defeat- 
ed and Carr practically retired from pol- 
itics though he occasionally took up an 
end as for instance during the irrigation 
fit;ht a few >oars ago 


In addition to mining interests Carr du-

and good will of England and France 
but because of their suspicion of Rus- 
sia, and that the action of these Pow- 
ers left the great mass of the Greeks to 
the tender mercies of their age-long 
oppressors and adversaries

The speaker said that In a, somewhat 


exhaustive treatment of the popular 
prejudices 
against 
the 
Episcopal 


Church and its members he could not 
afrord to let one statement go by un- 
chaJlenged 
It often took this shape 


The E/piscopal Church was "worldly," 
its members were given over to "world- 
liness ' 


Without specifications, this was a 


difficult charge to meet, because It wa» 
too general 
"Worldliness' meant an 
undue love of the world but there is a 
"Vi ay of loving the world that Is inno- 
cent and another way that is even 
Christ-like We must be careful, there- 
fore not to affix a definition to world- 
liness' •* hich cannot be borne out by 
the example and precepts of Christ. 
One of the marks that had always dis- 
tinguished the Catholic Church of his- 
tory (Catholic in the dictionary, not 
the "vulgar sense) from all were hu- 
man religious organizations had been 
the observance of this cardinal princi- 
ple- unity In essentials liberty in non- 
essentials 
What were the essentials of 
the religion of Chriat' Those things 
only in belief and practice which could 
conform to the old Catholic rule—"quod 
se,mper, quod ubique, quod ab omni- 
bus," which freely translated, means 
those things which hare th« warrant, 
first, of ' semper" all Christian time, 
second, of universality, "ubique," third, 
of general use, "ab omnibus" What 
were the non-essentials, according to 
this same rule' Views and practices 
which ha\e marked special periods of 
time, which have characterized local- 
ities and neighborhoods only, which 
have found eccentric Illustration In in- 
dividuals. In contradistinction to the 
historic church of Christ, It had been 
and "v/as one of the peculiarities of the 
sect principle in religion to elevate non- 
essentials in belief and practice into 
the place of essentials 
Thus, then, 
were Christians who separated from 
others on the form of administering 
baptism 
There were Christians who 
divided themselves on the question of
